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Board of Governors 


The regular monthly meeting of 
the University’s Board of 
Governors was held on Friday, 
6 June. The following matters 
were among those discussed. 


Building Committee 

Some of the report of the 
Building Committee was con- 
cerned with the restoration of 
three buildings on campus: 
Assiniboia Hall, the Henry 
Marshall Tory Building, and the 
Biological Sciences Centre. 

The largest amount of money 
approved by the Board for the 
restoration of the three buildings 
went to Assiniboia Ha]l— 
$3,977,000—for the “complete 
replacement of the interior 
structure and improvements to the 
exterior shell.’’ Assiniboia Hall is 
one of the oldest buildings 
on campus and, as recognized 
by the Board in September 1978, 
is very definitely a part of our 
University’s heritage. It is 
envisaged that work will begin on

The University of Alberta will be 
closed on Monday, 30 June, and 
Tuesday, 1 July. This closure 
seriously affects the production 
schedule of Folio. As a result all 
material destined for inclusion in 
the 3 July issue of the bulletin, 
and especially advertisements, 
must be submitted to the Office of 
Community Relations in Atha- 
basca Hall no later than the 
morning of Tuesday, 24 June. 
Materials submitted after that 
date will not be considered for 
inclusion in the 3 July issue. 
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the restoration later this summer 
and that the renovations will be 
completed by late spring 1982. 
At present, Assiniboia Hall is 
unoccupied as a result fo its 
unsafe condition. 

The other two buildings, the 
Henry Marshall Tory Building 
and the Biological Sciences Centre, 
have both experienced problems 
in their external cladding. The 
structural deficiencies of the 
Biological Sciences Centre, a 
building designed by Alberta 
Public Works and erected by five 
different contractors, were first 
observed in 1971 and have 
subsequently been recognized by 
the designing agency as a contract 
deficiency. After a large section 
of Tyndall Stone separated from 
the seventh floor of the east side 
of the Zoological Wing in 1976, 
the cladding was removed from 
this and from the east and west 
elevations of the Botany Wing. 
Metal cladding was then installed 
in its place. According to the 
information supplied to the Board 
on Friday, 6 June, problems 
encountered include “lack of 
expansion joints, veneer cracking, 
lack of fastening devices, no vapor 
barrier around windows and 
moisture problems in cavity wall.” 

The particularly hazardous 
problems of loose coping stone 
and stone bandling were given 
immediate attention after the 
building was thoroughly inspected. 
The funds approved by the Board 
for the restoration of the building 
—$875,000—have come to the 
University as a special grant from 
Alberta Advanced Education and 
Manpower. 

Similar cladding problems have 
also beset the Henry Marshall 
Tory Building designed by Alberta 


Public Works and erected by 
Burns and Dutton Construction 
Ltd. (now Cana Construction 
Ltd.). The problems, which have 
resulted in the stripping of 
cladding from the east and west 
elevations of the tower, were first 
observed in mid-1979 when 
“significant exterior wall move- 
ment” took place on the thirteenth 
floor of the west elevation of the 
tower. According to the informa- 
tion supplied to the Board, the 
“stone was on the verge of falling 
off the face of the building 
because lintels and ties which 
should have been used on the 
initial installation were not 
provided.” 

The funds approved by the 
Board on Friday, 6 June, will 
allow the stripped east and west 
faces of the tower to be re- 
finished in an appropriate manner. 


Appointments 

The Academic Concerns Com- 
mittee announced that it had 
approved the re-appointment of 
C.R. James as Chairman of the 
Department of Electrical Engi- 
neering. 

Dr. James is an alumnus of the 
University of British Columbia, 
where he gained his baccalaureate, 
master and doctoral degrees. He 
was first appointed to the Uni- 
versity’s staff in 1965 as an 
Assistant Professor, becoming 
Professor in 1971. Dr. James has 
already served two terms as 
Chairman of Electrical Engineer- 
ing (from 1974 to 1980). His new 
term will expire on 30 June 1983. 

D. Magee is to be the new 
Chairman of the Department of 
Physical Therapy. Currently an 
Associate Professor, Mr. Magee 
gained a BA at Lakehead Uni- 


versity in 1968 and a BPT from 
The University of Alberta in 
1972. In 1975, he was awarded an 
MSc by this University and 
expects to complete his doctoral 
studies later this year. Mr. Magee, 
who was first appointed to the 
staff as Lecturer in 1973, will 
hold a three-year term of office 
from 7 July 1980. 

The new Chairman of the 
Department of Pathology will be 
T.K. Shnitka. Dr. Shnitka is an 
alumnus of this University, having 
gained a BSc in 1948, the MSc in 
1952, and the MD in 1953. He 
received the designation LMCC 
in 1954, the CRCP(C) in 1958, 
and the FRCP(C) in 1972. First 
appointed to staff in 1954 as 
Instructor, Dr. Shnitka was made 
Professor in 1967. He will hold a 
five-year term of office to expire 
on 30 June 1985. 0 


Division Chairmen, 
Home Economics 


The Faculty of Home Economics 
has recently appointed Elizabeth 
Crown and Zenia Hawrysh to the 
chairmanship of the Divisions of 
Clothing and Textiles and Foods 
and Nutrition respectively. 

Dr. Hawrysh succeeds Dr. Ruth 
Renner who is retiring this year 
after some thirty-one years at this 
University. 

Dr. Hawrysh completed her 
undergraduate work in the School 
of Household Economics and 
joined the School in 1960 as a 
Lecturer having just completed her 
MS degree in Foods at Michigan 
State University. After a brief 
leave to complete her PhD in 
Food Science at Michigan State, 
Dr. Hawrysh rejoined the Faculty 
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of Home Economics and was 
promoted to Professorship in 
1976. She is engaged in a very 
active research program relating 
to the eating quality of various 
meats. 

Dr. Hawrysh is a Director of 
the Central and East European 
Studies Association and a member 
of the Dnipro Ensemble of 
Edmonton. 

Dr. Elizabeth Crown has been 
with the Faculty since 1969. She 
graduated with a Bachelor’s and 
a Master’s Degree from the 
University of Guelph and 
instructed at Ryerson Polytech- 
nical Institute before coming to 
Alberta. She received her PhD 
in Educational Administration 
from The University of Alberta 
in 1978. Dr. Crown was Associate 
Dean of the Faculty of Home 
Economics from 1977-79. Her 
research interests have been in 
consumer reaction to various 
properties of textiles. Dr. Crown 
was one of the persons instru- 
mental in establishing the Textiles 
Analysis Service within the 
Faculty. She is an active 
member of the Home Economics 
Professional Associations at the 
local, provincial and national 
levels. Dr. Crown succeeds Dr. 
Anne Kernaleguen, who became a 
member of the staff here in 
1970.

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Chemistry Symposium Organized 
in Honor of R. U. Lemieux 


R.U. Lemieux of the Department 
of Chemistry will celebrate his 
sixtieth birthday on 16 June. It 
may not be easy, however, for one 
to get a congratulatory word in 
edgewise as Dr. Lemieux will be 
surrounded by an international 
group of chemists and biochemists, 
all of whom are former students 
or colleagues of his. 

The springboard to this gather- 
ing—‘The International Sym- 
posium on Carbohydrate 
Chemistry and Antibiotics”—was 
organized by the Department of 
Chemistry as a means of honoring 
Dr. Lemieux on the occasion of 
his sixtieth birthday. 

Dr. Lemieux has, of course, 
exerted “a major influence on 
chemical education in Canada and 
has shown leadership in the 
establishment of Canadian 
industry by founding three 
companies (R&L Molecular 
Research in 1962, Raylo Chem- 
icals in 1966 and ChemBioMed 
in 1979).” 

A series of lectures revolving 
around recent developments in the 
chemistry and biochemistry of 
carbohydrates and antibiotics will 
be held in E-160, Department of 
Chemistry, on 16 and 17 June. 
H.E. Gunning, Killam Professor 
and Past President of The Uni- 
versity of Alberta, will open the 
symposium at 9 a.m. on Monday 
16 June. 

The other speakers for the 
morning session are Bernard 
Belleau, Professor of Chemistry at 
McGill University; Harold Booth, 
University of Nottingham; H. 
Driguez, CNRS, Grenoble; and 
David R. Bundle, NRC Division 
of Biological Sciences. 

J. William Lown, Professor of 
Chemistry at this University, will 
chair the session. 

The symposium will resume at 
2 p.m. with a lecture by Frank 
A.L. Anet, University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles. He will be 
followed by Robert J. Cushley, 
Simon Fraser University; R.B. 
Morin, Bristol Laboratories, 
Syracuse, New York; and, at 


5 p.m. by A. Gavin McInnes, 
Atlantic Regional Laboratory, 
NRC Halifax. Saul Wolfe, 
Queen’s University, will be the 
chairman. 

On 17 June, the lecture line-up 
is as follows: Professor Wolfe; 

A. Richard Morgan, University 

of Alberta; Professor Lown; Louis 
Delbaere, University of Saskatche- 
wan; and K.A. Watanabe, 
Sloan-Kettering. 

The session will start at 9 a.m. 
under the chairmanship of Bert 
Fraser-Reid, University of Mary- 
land. 

T.L. Nagabhushan, Associate 
Director of Anti-infectives, 
Schering-Plough Corporation, 
Bloomfield, New Jersey; D. Baker, 
ChemBioMed Ltd., Edmonton; 
and Professor Fraser-Reid will 
lecture during the afternoon, 
commencing at 2 p.m. Professor 
A. Richard Morgan will serve as 
chairman. 

At 5 p.m., Dr. Lemieux will 
reminisce about an eventful 
career which has earned him 
recognition as one of Canada’s 
foremost scientists. A native 
Albertan, Dr. Lemieux earned his 
BSc in chemistry at The Univer- 
sity of Alberta and his PhD at 
McGill University where he 
gained his interest in the stereo- 
chemistry and reactions of carbo- 
hydrate structures. 

His first major contribution as 
a chemist was the synthesis of 
sucrose, something which had 
been attempted for more than one 
hundred years by the world’s 
leading chemists without success. 
He later did pioneering work 
involving the use of nuclear 
magnetic resonance spectroscopy 
to provide insight into the 
structure and nature of various 
carbohydrate molecules. 

Prior to joining the faculty of 
The University of Alberta in 
1961, Dr. Lemieux conducted 
research at the University of 
Saskatchewan and later at the 
National Research Council Prairie 
Regional Laboratory. 

In 1954, he became Chairman 


of the Chemistry Department and 
Vice-Dean of the Faculty of Pure 
and Applied Science at the 
University of Ottawa. 

In recent years, his synthetic 
chemistry work in the field of 
antibiotics, particularly amino- 
glycosides, penicillins and 
cephalosporins, has led to the 
commercialization of several sig- 
nificant new life-saving drugs. 
His research in the related field 
of synthetic blood group antigens 
has resulted in discoveries which, 
according to the national director 
of the Red Cross Blood Trans- 
fusion Service, “will greatly con- 
tribute to the preparation of blood 
banking reagents throughout 
Canada and the whole world for 
years to come... and may be 
the stepping stone to even more 
exciting findings in tumour 
immunology. 

Dr. Lemieux is a recipient of 
the Hudson Award of the 
American Chemical Society, The 
Haworth Award and Medal of the 
Chemical Society of London, the 
Medal of the Chemical Institute 
of Canada, and the Government 
of Alberta Achievement Award. 
In 1967, he was elected Fellow 
of the Royal Society (UK) and 
was appointed an Officer of 
the Order of Canada in 1968. 

“The International Symposium 
of Carbohydrate Chemistry and 
Antibiotics” benefitted from 
funding by The University of 
Alberta Conference Fund, Bristol 
Laboratories (Syracuse, N.Y.), 
ChemBioMed Ltd., the Chemical 
Institute of Canada (Edmonton 
Section), and Bruker Spectrospin 
(Canada) Ltd.
